Enactment of this legislation could increase Transportation Fund revenue by $54,218,000 in FY 2016
and $77,954,000 in FY 2017. The bill may also increase revenue to the Boat Fuel Tax Restricted
Account by $266,000 in FY 2016 and $442,000 in FY 2017. Lastly, the bill may increase revenue to
the Off-Highway Fuel Tax Restricted Account by $450,000 annually.

Enactment of this legislation increases the transfer to the B&C Roads program by $16,265,000 in
FY 2016 and $23,386,000 in FY 2017. The bill also specifies that $40,000,000 is appropriated in
fiscal years 2016 through 2018 for level two roads and, in FY 2018 only, $25,000,000 for bridge
rehabilitation projects.

Enactment of this bill could allocate the increased motor and special fuel taxes to local for B&C roads.
The expected amount is $16,265,000 in FY 2016 and $23,386,000 in FY 2017.
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Individuals & Businesses UCA 36-12-13(2)(d)

Individuals and businesses could see a tax increase of up to 9 cents per gallon on gasoline by
FY 2020, 4.5 cents per gallon on special fuel, and 8 cents per gallon on natural gas (FY 2019),
representing a total tax increase of $54,218,000 FY 2016 and $77,954,000 in FY 2017. In the initial
year, the tax increase is $24 per year for an individual/business driving 12,000 miles per year at 25
miles per gallon. When the tax increases stop in FY 2020, the tax increase is $43 per individual/
business driving 12,000 miles per year at 25 miles per gallon.
